Discussions parting 
o^fy pro^d^al matters di ecled so Jy to restriction requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 812.01 of the Manual of Patent 
toSlpSp^ng out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, or resulting in an examiner's amendment that fully sets forth 
the agreement are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. 

The interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents- list on the file 
wraoper I ^ZswSrte*. the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the 
3 a telep P hoTinte^ew Tthe copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next offical commurocation. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 
-Application Number of the application 
-Name of applicant 
-Name of examiner 
-Date of interview

-Name of participant(s)) (applicant, attorney or agent, etc.) 

-An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

-An identification of the claims discussed

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance of the interview. 

It is desireable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and 
Pxaminefaa^e lha Tine examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when ,t .s adequately recorded on the 
Form oMn the examiner should check a box at the bottom of the Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the interview.
